“T intend to see that piling is driven 
at once. This will stop the hill move-

The con- 
tractor in charge of the work of exca- 
vating for the new city main should 
have taken this slope, riverward, into 
consideration, together with the wet 
character of the surface, when he en- 
tered the saturated area just this side 
of the waterworks. 

“The disintegrating process along the 
tops of the hill is expected to continue 
because the soil composing this mass 
is very soft. As it breaks and falls 
forward its weight may cause a general 
movement whenever the surface below 
is disturbed. After. the present main 
is completed there will be no further 
necessity for starting another move 
ment."’

State License and Limits

JEFFERSON CITY, March 4.—By 4 
vote of 98 to 5. the House today 


passed the Botsford, automobile bill, 
requiring a State license of $5 on each 
automobile, which will permit the 
operation of the automobile any place 
in the State. The bill must pass the 
Senate before it becomes a law. 

At preseht each county in the State 
licenses automoblies. and an owne 
desiring to run his machine in more 
than othe county must pay a separate 
license fn each county through which 
he passes. The Botsford bill limits 
the speed in cities and towns to 10 
miles’ an hour in residence districts 
and 8 miles in business districts. A 
speed of 15 miles is permitted in the 
country. 

On the ‘sale of a machine, except by 
a dealer, the license shall expire and 
a new one must be procured. In pro-

Dr. Britton D. Evans, the New Jersey 
alienist, who was under cross-examina- 
tion Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
last, was again placed on the witness 
Stand as soon as Thaw was called to 
the bar. é 

Thaw again brought into court sev- 
eral big brown portfolio envelopes filled 
with letters. He receives several score 
of missives daily. 

Thaw engaged his lawyers in earnest 
consultation when he took his place fac- 
ing the witness and the jury box. He 
directed his remarks especially at Mr. 
Peabody and Mr. MecPike. The latter 
seemed desirous of avoiding the conver- 
sation, and drew back several times 
with tolerant nods of his head. The 
defendant, however, was earnest, and 
would not be denied. He continued to 
talk for some minutes. Then he sat 
back and listened to the first questions 
addressed by District Attorney Jerome 
to Dr. Evans. 

It was about the first time he had paid 
the slightest attention to the witness 
since he took the stand. Thaw did not 
listen long, however, but turned to Dan- 
iel O'Reilly and began to talk rapidly 
to him.

“In view of the fact that he walked 
one his wife, it seems to me that he 
did.”’ 

“The fact,’’ said Mr. Jerome, ‘‘that 
Thaw told the fireman who § seized 
him, ‘he ruined my wife’—does that in- 
dicate to you that this defendant knew 
he had killed Etanford White?’’ 

“It indicates to me,’ replied Dr. 
Evans, ‘‘that this one thought which 
had weighed down upon him—which 
had been devouring his soul—was still 
with him. This idea of his wife being 
ruined by Stanford White was still in 
the forefront of his thought.”’

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 4.— 
Another flaw has been discovered in the 
bill giving St. Louis, among other cities 

of the State, the right to fix ra 
charged by public service corporations 
with the regult that action on the bill 
must again be deferred. 

In comparing the title with the body 
of the engrossed bill, as recommended 
for passage by the Committee on Ju- 
diciary, Senator Cooper discovered a 


most important omssion. The enacting 
clause provides that the proposed law 
Shall apply to “all persons, firms and 
corporations engaged in rnishing gas, 
steam or electricity for lighting, heat 
or power,”’ whereas section 1 of the 
bill omits all reference to lighting com- 
panies. Here was a radical inconsisten- 
cy that threatened to prove fatal to the 
bill. Senator Cooper has started an in- 
vestigation to ascertain how this differ- 
ence occurred. 

“When the Senate reassembles this 
afternoon,’’ said he, ‘I shall move to 
have the bill reprinted at once with this 
error corrected. If there is one feature 
of the bill that St. Louis values above 
all others it is that relating to the con- 
trol of rates by its electric lighting 
companies. Remarkable, indeed, are 
the vicissitudes encountered by this bill, 
which I regard as one of the most Im- 
portant before the General Assembly.”’ 

As pointed out previously by the Post- 
Dispatch, Senator Prendergast of St. 
Louis induced his Democratic colleagues 
to support ah amendment excluding St. 
Louis from the provisions of the bill. 


Senate Reversed Action. 


Subsequently the Senate reversed this 
action. following the Post-Dispatch’s 
exposure of the lobby’s work, and the 
Prendergast amendment was. stricken 
out. The bill was then ordered re-en- 
grossed and a delay of three days re- 
sulted. When the Engrossing Commit- 
tee reported out the bill for the second 
time Wednesday it was found that the 


clause exempting St. Louis had been 
tacked onto the tail end of -..e bill 

At the instance of Senator Cooper, the 
bill was ordered engrossed for the third 
time. with the Prendergast amendment 
omitted. Now the passage of the Dill 
on the eve of adiournment of the Legis- 
lature is jeopardized by typographical or 
clerical errors. 

A similar bill in the House of Repre- 
sentatives was held up 40 days by the 
Committee on Municipal Corporations. 

Unless the House and Senate now pro- 
ceed with unusual promptness, the bill, 
which all the big public service corpora- 
tions in the State are fighting, is sure 
to be defeated. Four men representing 
the street car companies, five agents of 
the Bell, Kinloch and Missouri and Kan- 
gas Telephone companies, and 11 repre- 
sentatives of electric ligh. companies 
have been here on the ground. 

Their whole campaign has been di- 
rected against this legislation, which 
was promised in the Democratic State

HAS DIPHTHERIA 


Archie Roosevelt Is Confined in 
Isolated Room in the 
White House. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 


antined in his bedroom, located on the 
second floor of the White House at the 
extreme southeastern section of the 
Mansion. This room was known as the 
war room during the Spanish-American 
war, and was equipped with a telegraph 
system, with maps of Cuba and other 
paraphernalia necessary to direct the 
war. 

Admiral’ Rixey, the Surgeon-General 
of the Navy, has charge of the case. 
The disease is severe, but the patient 
is doing well. It is not believed that 
President Roosevelt has been exposed 


to the disease, and he will conduct busi- 
ness aS usual at the executive offices, 
but the number of visitors to the White 
lLiouse will be restricted. 

Archie was complaining all of last 
week of not being well. Friday he went 
to bed and Dr. Rixey was called in. It 
was at first thought that he was suf- 
fering with a mild attack of the grippe, 
but Saturday it was decided that he had 
diphtheria. 
cret until Sunday, when Secretary Loeb 
issued an official bulletin as follows: 
“Archie Roosevelt has diphtheria, but 
he now seems to be doing well. He is 
isolated in the southeast room of the 
White House and strict quarantine is, 
being observed.,”’ ‘ : 
In some instances the health authori- 
ties quarantine an entire house when 
diphtheria appears, but as the bedroom 
of Archie Roosevelt is isolated, only 
his room will be quarantined. 
Archie attends the Friends’ select 
school, but so far as can be learned, 
none of hig schoolmates have contracted 
the diseasé. It is feared that the sons 
of Secretary Taft and. ASsistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy Newberry have been 
exposed to the disease. They are play- 
mates of Archie Roosevelt, and are to- 
gether several hours every day. 

This is the second time in recent years 
that the White House has been quar- 
antined because of contagious or intoc- 
tious diseases. During the administra. 
tion of President Harrison, his grand- 
daughter, Marthena Harrison, the 
daughter of Russell Harrison, had an 
attack of diphtheria. This was during 
the winter of 1892, and the White House 
was strictly quarantined. The execu- 
tive offices had not been built at that 
time, and the President transacted all 
public business on the second floor of 
the Executive Mansion. All general vis- 
itors were excluded.

Foreigners Declare He Lives 
Near Gotham. 





IS SAID TO HAVE PROOF 





Friends Think He Only Awaits 
Opportunity to Return 
Home. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
NEW YORK, March 4.—Servians of 
this city and New Jersey are authority 
for the statement that a truly sworn 
and authenticated King of Servia, right- 
ful heir to the throne now occupied by 
King Peter Karageorgevitch, is living 
near New York and is awaiting the fa- 
vorable moment to go to the Servians 
and claim his own. This is King Ste- 
phen Dusanovic, scion of the house of 
Dusan, which has been in existence 
since the twelfth century. 

Other claimanta to the: Servian’s 


throne have appeared in America stnce 
the assassination of King Alexander in 
1908, but as to this last one, it was 
stated by certain Servians here, mem- 
bers of the Greek Orthodox St. Nicholas 
Cathedral congregation, that King Ste- 
phen has taken Oaths here within the 
last three months as ruler of Servia, 
and that his claims to the throne have 
been reviewed and sanctioned oy some 
ecclesiastical authority of Servia. 

At the present time, as the Servians 
interested say, there remained in this 
city copies of the documents upon 
which the putative King of Servia bases 
his claim of kingship. 

It is said among the Servians here 
that, so far has the propaganda of 
King Stephen advanced, that this Gov- 
ernment and all the governments of 
Europe have been notified of the step he 
has taken and have had their official 
attention called to the fact that Kin 
Stephen Dusanovic is the only lawfu 
ruler of Servia. 

Those who have faith in Stephen de- 
clare that he is not depending upon 
assassination or bloody revolution to 

ain the throne. He is simply await- 
ng the time when a change in the 
temper of the people, who are now un- 
der Peter’s rule, will force that mon- 
arch to vacate the throne. Then he 
will go to Servia and place himself at 
the head of the people. His friends 
say that within a few ‘months he will 
be ready to come forward with a public 
announcement of his kingship and proof 
of his legitimacy.

It was appropriated by the Legisla- 
ture for.a home for the Supreme 
Court Judges two years ago: The act 
authorizing the appropriation directed 
that the money should be expended 
under the supervision of a hoard 
composed of Gov. Folk, Attorney- 
venerat Hadley, Treasurer Gmelich 
and twé Supreme Court Judges.

Adams’ Trial Delays Arraign- 
ment of Western Miners’ 
Officials. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CALDWELL, Idaho, March 4.— 
Charles H. Moyer, William D. Hay- 
wood and George As Pettibone, officials 
of the Western Federation of Miners, 
indicted for the murder of ex-Gov. 
Frank Steunenberg, will be arraigned 
for trial here tomorrow morning. As 
Clarehice S. Darrow of Chicago, of the 
counsel for the defense, is defending 
Steve Adams at Wallace, it is expected 
the trial will go over until late in the 
week. The defendants will then make 
a strenuous fight for a change of venue 
from Canyon County. 

Judge Bryant, who will preside, was 
until two months ago, attorney for 
Harry Orchard, the miner, who is al- 
leged to have confessed to the Steunen- 
berg murder and a score of crimes, in 
all of which he has charged that Moyer, 


Haywood and Pettibone were accesso- 
ries. This fact, it is believed, will jus- 
tifv a change of venue to another coun- 
ty and cause a postponement of the 
criminal battle between the Western 
Federation of Miners and the Mine 
Owners’ Association.’ Under the law of 
Idaho, persons accused of accessory to 
the crime of murder may be hanged. 
The hanging of Moyer, Haywood and 
Pettibone would cripple the Western 
Federation of Miners for years. Estab- 
lishment of guilt would have a disas- 
trous effect on the spcialism which has 
taken so strong a hold on the labor or- 
ganization. Haywooil, the brains and 
master spirit of the Miners’ Federation, 
is confessed!y a propagandist of Social- 
igm.

For interfering with a Deputy Con- 
stable who had a man under arrest, 
Thomas (‘‘Hoppie’’) Walsh of 7810 Vir- 
finia avenue, Carondelet, was shot 
and killed. The Deputy Constable,

Villiam 
Minkemann, now a prisoner in the 
Clayton Jail, had caused a disturb- } 
ancein the saloon andhad been ar- 
rested by Finegan upon a charge of 
impersonating an officer. 

According to testimony given atthe 
inquest Sunday morning by Justice 
Noerper, who had been in the saloon, 


Walsh followed Finegan and the pris-- 


oner out of the saloon and ordered 
the Deputy Constable to release the 
prisonem He approached Finegan in 
a threatening attitude, said Justice 
Noerper, and Finegan drew his re- 
volver and told him to keep away. 

He approached within three feet of 
Finegan and the prisoner, when Fin- 
egan fired. The bullet passed through 
Walsh's heart and lodged in his spine. 
When carried into the saloon he was 
daad. 

After the shooting, Finegan and his 
prisoner were both locked up by 
Constable Schaper of Justice Noer- 
pers court. Finegan was released af- 
ter the inquest, and Minkemann was 
taken to Clayton. Minkemann’s ar- 
rest grew out of a charge made by 
one Bandsaw, who said that Minke- 
mann, posing as a Deputy Sheriff, 
“ce arrested him.

In ‘his communication to your valuable 
paper, H. F. N. comes with a good idea 
vihich has been in practical use by hor- 
ticultyrists and arborists from time im- 
memorial. But his ctiticlsm and com- 
parisons, find, say the least, un- 
fair. 

Forest Park has been for ‘the most 
part a primeval forest of oaks and hick- 
ores, slow-growing trees, not easily do- 
mesticated to the environments of a rap- 
idly encroaching city, with its thousands 
of dwellings, industrial buildings, fac- 
tories and all their inevitable smoke- 
stacks belching forth the smoke and sul- 
phutie gases of the products of the bi- 
tuminous coal fields. This, and little 
else, are the well-known causes of dim- 
inution of the above-mentioned trees. 
Any trimming of these hard-wooded 
treest.is considered hurtful, and my oab- 
servation is that these trees in Forest 
Park, @r in any other city park, have 
nevert been trimmed except of dead 
wood or where lower branches inter-

HE difference between a player on the’ way to the most deciaive Ameri- 
can test of artistic ability and that same player returning triumphant 
from the test is naturally an interesting thing to study, and for this Tea- 

son I was especially curious to see Florence Roberts in “The Strength of 
the Weak” at the Century. last night. 
When she played a week's engagement in St. Louis last year, on her way 
to New York, about the most we could say for her work in ‘‘Ann LaMont.” 
the play she was presenting, was that, in despite of the play’s defects, she 
revealed high emotional gifts and that she looked, played and bore herself 
generally very much like Mrs. Fiske—the latter being a statement of fact 
which, I learned afterward, was rather resented by Miss Roberts, who pre- 
fers not to be commended to her public on a point of rsemblance to a better 
known player. “ 
Well, returning now with the stamp of New York approval upon her 
art, and in a play infinitely superior to ‘‘Ann La Mont,”’ Miss Roberts, look- 
Ing as much as ver like Mrs. Fiske, but, happily, with a far elearer enun i- 


“ation, claimed and assumed her proper place before us—the place of one of 


the foremost American actresses of what may be called the emotional-re- 
pressed school. There’s no doubt about the salutary effect of deserved suc- 
cess upon a worthy mind—New York's commendation of Miss Roberts has 
given her a poise, a confidence, a willingness to trust in her own powers, 
which imparts to her work a fine certainty of touch and makes it count for 
individual expression at every moment of her endeavor. She has ‘‘found her- 
self,’ as Kipling would say—and, too, it’s a very noteworthy self she has 
found. ; , 

“The Strength of the Weak’’ tells the story of a young girl who has been 
wronged in her early maidenhood by a middle-aged man, and who, discovering 
later, by their chance meeting in her presence, that the young fellow whoin 
she really loves and has promised to marry is the son of tna man whose 
mistress she had been, thereupon escapes from her terrible situation by tak- 
ing*her bwn life. It’s a dreadful story, though not new to the drama, and 
it is handled with astonishing skill by its authors, Alice M. Smith and Char- 
lotte Thompson, who seem to be almost masculinely relentless in following 
out the logic of so grim a tale. So cleverly is it handled, indeed, that its first 
two acts are almost sheer comedy—the only ominous note sounded being the 
rance for just a little breath of time in the first act, of the elderiy 
“guardian’’ who had .wronged Pauline Darcy, and who still coveted her—and

‘ Owing to this crafty shaping of the play, there are three especially 
“great’’ moments for the able woman who portrays the character of Pauline 
Darcy, striving to escape payment of the wages of sin. by claiming equal 
rights of redemption with the masculine co-partners of woman in sin: The first 
of these moments is when young Richard Adams, entering Pauline’s room, 
recognizes and greets ‘Mr. Abbott,’”” her “guardian,” as his father. The sec- 
ond is when, at the close of the frightful scene that follows, the two men de- 
part, the. son still in ignorance of the tftuth, leaving Pauline standing with her 
back against the closed oor, in the attitude of one crucified, her face a 
mask of intensifying horror. The third comes when young Adams, splendid- 
ly loyal to the girl he loves, speaks the words—‘‘As long as she lives, she is 
mine and I am hers!"’"—that reveal to Pauline the only avenue of escape, the 
avenue opened up by recourse to the “‘ dreadful refuge” of self-slaughter. 

Until the first of these moments arrive, save in the brief scene with ‘Mr. 
Abbott” in the opening act, Paulfne Darcy is one with the light-hearted com- 
panions of her school life. The valedictorian of her class at graduation, then 
the unknown author of the most successful novel of the season—a novel telling 
the story of her own sin and of a happy escape from its consequences, which 
she was not fated to achteve—there was little to indicate the cloud under which 
her being moved, and which was ultimately to overwhelm her. A touch of fear- 
fulness at times, a sudden wave of panic. a note of suffering and of profound 
apprehension in her young voice, a sort of self-deceiving delight in the inno- 
cent pleasures of her cOmpanions, swiftly followed by an instinctive dread of 
what the future may hold for her—this is the girl whom we see throughout 
the earlier half of the play. Then, suddenly, the fabric of self-rescu®, which 
she had ene about herself, collapses, and tragedy envelons her. 

Miss nfronts and encompasses this appalling change with a mas- 
terfulness which justifies the winning and occupation of her present high place 
in her ‘art. There ty a genuinely tragic stroke in the instantaneous impression 
of horror and despair which she conveys to her audience as she hears her af- 
flanced husband greet her betrayer as his father. From that moment she is a 
changed being. She contemplates the two men with something almost 
like awe in her fa@ce—the awe created by comprehension of the price 
that is to be demanded from Jer as the penalty of a sin in which she was tar 
more sinned against than sinning. Her terrible face, as they leave her in 
her room, her helpless arms. outstretched against the closed door, he stony 


‘eyes staring out across the footlights, her mouth open in dreadful dismay—and 


then the piteous and inarticulate cry that comes from her stiffened lins—consti- 
tute a completed aspect of tragedy not to be encompassed except by a mastcry 
of art based upon a natural emotional equipment capable of appreciation of tne 
@a@emands of such a moment. ie

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BRIEF BIOGRAPHIES OF NOTABLE STARS OF WEEK. 


sLEN TERRY, now. playing in “Captain Brassbound's Conver- 
E sion” at Olympic—Born Feb. 27, 1848, in Coventry, the ancient 

capital*of England. Her father, an Irish actor, her mother the 
daughter-of a Scotch Presbyterian minister. First stage appearance, 
aged 8, as Mamillius in “The Winter's Tale,” at the Princess’ Thea- 
ter, London, under Charles Kean’s management. In same yer played 
Puck in “A Midsummer Night's Dream.” With the Keans until 1860. 
Then toured with her sister Kate in “A Drawing Room’ Entertain- © 
ment.” In 1864 was married to Watts, the famous English artist, and 
left the stage. Returning in 1867, she played, for the first time, with 
Henry Irving, as Katherine in his Petruchio in ‘“‘Taming of the Shrew.” 
Later married Charles Wardell, stage name Charles Kelly, and retired 
from the stage for six vears. Two children born. Husband died in 
1885. Returned to stage in 1873, playing Philippa Chester In Charles > 
Reade’s play, “The Wandering Heir.” Then with the Bancrofts in 
“The Lady of Lyons, “Masks and Faces,” and “Ours,. afterward with 
John Hare, and, in December, 1878, was engaged by Henry Irving as 
his leading lady at the Lyceum Theater, London. During the many 
years of their association she appeared in nearly all the important 
Shakspearean female roles and those of other famous productions of 
the Englftsh stage. Came to this country first in 1883, and has made 
five American tours. On Jan. 12, 1906, at Drury Lane Theater, Lon- 
don, she celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of her first appearance on 
the stage, the occasion being made an event of international] note.

Spooner’s work is praise nd in.which 
he is called one of' the ablest lawyers 
of the day. 

The Senator, it is reported, will get 
his largest and most/important retainer 
from KE. H. Harrimdn. Senator Spooner 
but some 
of his friends say that arrangements 
have been completed and that Mr. 
Spooner will join the Harriman legal 
forces as chief counsel. 

There has been a_ story tat Mr.

This is not true. Senator Spooner said 
last night that there is no appointive 
office within-the gift of the ts overn- 
ment that he would resign his seat in 
the Senate to accept.
